I told Young we were concerned about the recent spate of rumors of Agency
jnvolvement in the coup in Chile and some of the other sensational stories that
were going around and would appreciate his letting us know if he had any sug-
gestions as to how we could set the record straight for the benefit of his skeptical
colleagues. He said he didn't think we need have any serious worries in this
regard and he would keep my suggestion in mind.

I reminded Young that we were ready to brief our Appropriations Sub-
committee at any time and that I thought there were several things they would
probably want to know about before too long. He said he agreed and would
suggest to Chairman McClellan that it might be well to have such a briefing
before the Veterans' Day recess (18 - 23 October).
